tax is now one of the provisions of 
the constitution of the United States.

Congress now will enact a law to 
levy the tax and it probably will be- 
come effective during the extraordi- 
nary session to be called by President- 
elect Wilson in March.

He objects to the board of health 
using the bulletin as a means of fos- 
tering vaccinations and not advancing 
the arguments of the antls-as well. 
"By this measure I expect to force 
the band ot the doctors," says Gelder.

— The 
war between- Turkey and 
Bulgaria, Greece, Monte- 
negro and Servia will be- 


gin again at 7 o'clock this eve- 
ning unless the last peace ef- 
forts of the powers should suc- 
ceed or Turkey decide at 
the 


eleventh hour to surrender. 


It has been decided who shall 


fire the first shot, as Turkey has 
stated that she will allow her 
adversaries to take the aggres- 
sive. 


The Immediate object of the armies 


of the allies Is the capture of Adrla- 
nople. Upon this fortress, the com- 
bined Bulgarian and Servian armies, 
the latter well supplied with siege ar- 
tillery, will concentrate their exer- 
tions. 


For the present, the Bulgarian gen- 


erals will simply try to hold the Turk- 
ish troops at Tchatalja. 


NICHOLAS SEEKS SCUTARI. 


King Nicholas of Montenegro has 


again started for the Turkish fortress 
of Scutari to direct a renewed attack. 
He hopes by capturing the city to ob- 
tain a better chance of keeping definite 
possession when peace finally comes. 
In the western Turkish province of 


Epirus, the Greek troops under the 
command of Crown Prince Constan- 
tino have great hopes of breaking 
down the Turkish defense. 


The Servian armies alone of the 


Balkan allies nave completed their 
campaign and have now placed many 
of their troops at the disposal of their 
comrades in the field. Some, how- 
ever, must be kept in Albania, where 
a rising against the Invaders has been 
organized.

It Is declared that the Albanians, 


•with 80,000 rifles, under the command 
of Austrian officers, are taking the 
field, and it Is rumored that they have 
fought a battle at Dlbra, where the 
Servians lost heavily. .

Turkey should have

that she must abandon Europe en- 
tirely, her permanence there being 
opposed not only by the allies, but by- 
tee powers themselves as shown by 
their collective note. Turkey has re- 
fused to quit peacefully, but will be 
forced to do so by another war, after 
which, fully realizing the strength of-' 
the Balkan states, she will become 
their friend."

Large Party Travels From Oakland t& the 


Truckee Carnival 


Twenty-four people -were slightly 


njured in Truekee yesterday morning 
vlien the toboggan slides turned turtle 
La- they struck the Ice-covered hum- 
nocks in the 
snow-clad 
hills of 


Truckee. 
The occasion marked the first an- 


mal pilgrimage conducted by Athens 
Barton N. S. Q. W., of this city, to 
Pruckee and Donner Lake, where 100 
Native Sons and Daughters, accom- 
janied "by friends, took part in the 
>uting, which resulted almost fatally 
o George Taylor of San Francisco, 
who broke both legs in the fall over "a 
stuff, while tobogganing. Two of his 
companions, Joseph IBolddeker and A. 
V. Fautz, who also fell, were unin- 
ured. 
The injured man arrived at 
he Southern Pacific Hospital, in San 
Francisco this morning with the dele- 
gation, in care of volunteer nurses 
selected from, the ranks of his lodge 
Brothers and sisters. 
L. M. Edmonds of Berkeley, the of- 
Icial photographer of the party, was 
Jragged 50 feet on the ground to the 
sdge of .the bank and was badly 
scratched 
about 
the face. 
Minor 
jrnises were received by Miss B. Hich- 
wdson and Miss B. Sedleck of Oak- 
and. Many of the young people suf- 
lered from scratches ^ and black eyes 
contracted by falls from the toboggans, 
ind careless snow-balling. A number 
fell while" alighting from the special 
;are attached to the trains at Truckee, 
»n the snow-covered ground. 
Dozens 


of the lodge folk had never walked 
upon the ice, and "experienced some 
ilfficulty 
in 
navigating. 
However, 


.hey enjoyed the sleighriding and skat- 
ng upon the ice. " Despite the fact that 
many were painfully hurt the outdoor 
ictivities continued 
throughout the 


Say. The merrymakers made a jour- 
ney to Donner Lake, an historical 
andmark of California, 
in sleighs. 


They secured provisions for the voy- 
age' at Butter's fort, another conse- 


crated spot, dear to the hearts of the 
natives of this State. 
The Native Sons left this city at 1 


o'clock Saturday morning and re- 
turned at 7:30 this morning. Prior 
to leaving Truckee, the company dis- 
banded, owing to the number of acci- 
dents. 
According to the story told by L. M. 


Edmonds, the toboggan, upon which 
three were riding, hit an ice-covered 
hummock and caused the toboggan to 
whirl about 15 feet in the air. The 
slide was 6 feet long and 20 inches In 
width. 
"It was splendid for coasting." said 


Edmonds, "and had it not been for the 
hummocks, which all the boys feared, 
the day would have been unmarred by 
accidents. 
There were no mishaps 


while the natives were skating or 
sleighriding. There were a large num- 
ber who refused to go upon the tobog- 
gans, as they declared it was danger- 
ous, o-n-in*g to the location of the slides. 
which are upon the top of a steep hill. 
miles from Truckee proper. 
"There are no banks near the tobog- 
gans," asserted Edmonds, "and that 
is why they feared the coasting. Many 
inexperienced people Jumped from the 
toboggans and nearly lost their lives. 
They narrowly escaped with cuts and 
bruises. Several went home with dis- 
located shoulders."

BERLIN, Feb. 3.—The offer of Charles 


Finlay, president of the Aetna National 
Bank of New York, of $1,000,000 for Dr. 
Medmann'B 
tuberculosis 
serum 
has 


caused a stir in medical circles here. 
Last weelc Dr. Friedmann said he would 
give the government his discovery on a 
certain day, but a week has gone by and 


has not done sa. Saturday night he 


said he had cabled a New York- paper 
that he would sail on the Mauretanla on 
February 1. He notified Mr. Thackara, 
.the American Consul-Genera], personally 
of his sailing at this time. 
Later In 
the 
week Dr. 
Friedmann 


appeared 
undecided 
as 
to 
when he 


would, sail for New York. He said he, 
was negotiating with the German gov- 
ernment, and this might delay his de- 
parture. 
, 
• 
Dr. Friedmann's friends say they- can- 


not understand his actions and his pro- 
mature announcements. They can only 
attribute them to the fact that he la 
chiefly 
a laboratory man, has 
little 


knowledge of dealing with people, and 
is not a practical business man. No one 
knows where his laboratory is. 


Friedmann, who is the head of the In- 
stltut zur Behandlung der Tuberkulose 
and Skrofulose or Tuberculosis and Scrof- 
ula Institute, leaped Into fame recently 
by announcing that he had discovered the 
long-sought cure for tuberculosis. 
There 


•was an instant .demand from all over the 


world for information about it. Medical 
institutes everywhere sent for cultures; 
sufferers 
from 
tuberculosis began 
to 


flock to Borlln to see the doctor in the 
hope of being cured. But Mr. Friedmann 
refused to make the secret of his cure 
public without pay. He demanded.a mil- 
lion dollars 
for it. There 
was much 


criticism by the medical profession who 
said that it was contrary to the ethics 
of the profession to try to make money 
out of a discovery so much needed by 
the whofe world. Dr. Friedmann, how- 
ever, stuck to his terms. There. is one 
American who 'has announced already 
that he is willing to pay the price. He 
is Charles E. Finlay, the president of a 
New YorK bank. Mr. Finlay says he 
does not ;see why there ghould be a fuss 
about -paying :the 
million dollars.,de- 


manded by Dr. Friedmann. ••> If he has a 
real cure for'the white plague. Mr. Fin- 
lay thinks, it is worth a million to the 
world. Ho 'has already made the offer 
of this reward by cable. Mr. Finlay says 
it will be necessary to secure patients 
who are undoubtedly suffering from tu- 
berculosis and to attempt their cure. 
"When they are cured it will bo necessary 
to prove also that there are no harmful 
after effects of tho cure. When this is 
done, ho says ho will pay Dr. Friedmann 
the million ho demands. American medi- 
cal authorities are skeptical about the 
cure.

Commerce, and is a sort of fifth wheel in the San Francisco dele- 
gation. Apparently he wants to punish the other cities of the 
State because of the failure to obtain recognition in his own baili- 
wick. 


It is not conceivable that the State will cede the San Francisco 


waterfront to the city unless the San Francisco delegation makes 
a united demand for it. A public sentiment so divided with itself 
cannot be effective; indeed, it is so lacking in coherence and unity 
that it cannot obtain a respectful hearing. San Francisco must 
know what she wants herself before she can ask the Legislature 
to accede to her wishes. The Chamber of Commerce pulls one 
way, the legislative delegation another, and Milton Schmitt 
flocks by himself. 


Schmitt's policy would make California a one-port State. Oak- 


land is spending something like $2,500,000 to improve her port 
facilities, and Los Angeles proposes to spend a like sum in im- 
proving the harbor of San Pedro. Assemblyman Schmitt sa^s, 
let the State confiscate these improvements and take the water- 
fronts of Oakland, Los Angeles, Long Beach and San Diego £rom 
municipal control. 


What then? The State has never spent a dollar in port im- 


provements outside of San Francisco. It has done nothing for 
Oakland, Los Angeles, Long Beach and San Diego. The State has 
always regarded San Francisco as the only port in Calif ornia, and 
now when local enterprise, on its own initiative and at its own 
expense, is creating harbors and port facilities, Assemblyman 
Schmitt coolly proposes to revoke the legislative grants under 
which the port improvements are being made. He thinks they 
conflict with San Francisco's interests. In his opinion commerce 
should not be served at lower cost than it is served at San Fran- 
cisco, and that municipal control is dangerous because it provides a 
healthy competition and tends to lower the cost of handling ex- 
ports and imports at the seaboard. 


Following the example of Oakland, the enterprising city of 


Richmond has voted $1,170,000 to create a docking basin and 
build wharves. At present her waterfront is a marsh. Assembly- 
man Schmitt would stop this outrage on San Francisco. He would 
allow such improvements to be made only by the State—and the 
State will not make them. 


Of course Schmitt's bills have no chance of passing. They are 


so essentially dishonest, and so obviously inspired by pique and 
greed, that they cannot receive any considerable support in the 
Legislature. That body can have no sympathy with such a bold 
attempt to squelch local enterprise and retard municipal develop- 
ment. It will not give its assent to such bad faith, such a gross 
breach of the comity existing between the State and the 
municipalities. 
~ In this matter, the rights of Oakland, Eichmond, Los Angeles, 
Long Beach and San Diego are the rights of the people of the 
interior, who are taxed by port charges on what they export and 
import.

Municipalities Seeiring Waterfront Control 


. Municipal control of submerged tidelands and of commercial 


water front in San Francisco and Humboldt bays is very much in 
evidence during the present session of the legislature through 
the introduction of a number of bills providing for the transfer 
of the state's interest in the same to a number of cities directly 
concerned in them. Separate bills have been introduced in the 
senate and assembly providing for the transfer to the municipal- 
ities of the state of its rights to their water fronts and to the 
tidelands of the cities of Alameda, Berkeley, Emeryville and San 
Francisco, on San Francisco bay, and of the city of Eureka, on 
Humboldt bay. Richmond does not seem to have filed any bill 
as yet providing for the state to transfer to the municipality its 
water front. It is probably too deeply engrossed at present in the 
development of an artificial inner harbor, for the construction of 
which it has already bonded itself in a large sum. 
- .With the single exception of San Francisco, the properties 


•«<rhich the state is asked to transfer to municipal control are 
undeveloped. The San Francisco bill covers a developed water 
front .which has cost the state a great many millions of dollars. 
, It is already clear that, in the consideration of these bills, the 
.assembly committee on commerce and navigation, to which they

The state is now spending $9,000,000 on wharf reconstruction and 
extensions there; but the Schmits bill granting the water front 


Expansion of Oakland's Back Country. 


At the base of the eastern flank of; the inner coast range lies 


an undeveloped empire of agricultural land which is destined in 
a few years more to become the most valuable sections of Oak- 
land's back country. This territory is what is known as the west 
side of the San Joaquin valley. It embraces an area of; approxi- 
mately 10,000 square miles; is as level as a billiard table and 
possesses a soil as rich, if not richer than that of the famous 
Valley of the Nile, and at least one hundred feet in depth, having 
been the depository of the silt (rich in gypsum) washed from the 
eastern slopes of the range through unnumbered ages. ' - 
' Like the valley of the Nile, the west side of the San Joaquin 
lies in a practically rainless belt. The annual rainfall is light and 
uncertain at best, and an .experience covering a period of sixty 
years has proved beyond question that farming on the west side 
cannot be carried on successfully under natural conditions. And 
yet all the west side needs is water to make it the most productive 
section in California and the scene of the most intense form of 
farming. 


For a great many years the west side territory has been shunned 


by settlers and investors in farm lands. The success which- has 
been attained through artificial irrigation in other parts of the 
San Joaquin valley, in the central region of the Sacramento valley, 
in the Imperial "valley section of the Colorado desert, and in the 
arid belt in Nevada and Arizona is, however, awakening an inter- 
est in the broad plain lands of the "West Side of the San Joaquin," 
where the application of similar methods of artificial irrigation 
are expected to produce even more surprisingly profitable results. 


In the southern end of the San Joaquin valley a project is being 


promoted for the diversion of the waters of Kings river from the 
natural point of discharge into Tulare lake on the arid west side 
lands between Fresno and Coalinga. The project is expected to 
accomplish two purposes, namely, to prevent the submergence of 
rich cultivated bottom lands in the Tulare lake basin,, as occur- 
red some two years ago, during a period of unusually high water 
in Kings river and permanently adapt the "West Side" lands for 
intensive farming and assure the farmer against the possibility 
of a failure of crops which has so often marked his efforts when 
relying upon the annual rainfall. 


The development o£ cheap transmissable electric power derived 


from the natural energy contained in the Sierra streams has also 
opened new possibilities for the irrigation of the "West Side" 
nearer the northern end of the San Joaquin valley and changing 
it from an almost barren waste into a region of inexhaustiole agri- 
cultural productiveness and wealth. Experiments have been in 
progress for some time in pumping water by electric power from 
the San Joaquin river, in the neighborhood of its confluence with 
the Stanislaus and other streams, and turning it on the "West 
Side" lands and have proved marvelously successful. 


What the "West Side" evidentlv needs, and what the next two 


or three years will probably bring to it, is the same kind of new 
blood that was the direct means of converting the southern coun- 
ties of the state from the uncertainties o£ a semi-arid condition 
Into an intensely productive agricultural region. It is expected 
that the opening of the Panama canal will be followed by a large 
immigration to California, of the small farmers and farm laborers 
from Europe, experienced in tho u^e of irrigation, and seeking just 
such a location for settlement as the "West Side of the San Joa- 
quin" offers. As Oakland is only approximately fifty miles from 
the western endge of this rich but unsettled and undeveloped agri-

"WASHINGTON, Feb. 3. — Provision 


for the tactical organization of the Uni- 
ted Slates Into three Infantry divisions 
and one cavalry division Is made in 
order, Issued by direction of President 
Taft and made public last night by Sec- 
retary of War Stimson. 
This plan will become effective Feb- 
ruary 15 and Includes the entire mobile 
army within the continental limits of the 
Untied States. 
Hitherto there has been no tactical 
army organization higher than a regi- 
ment. There have been no brigades or 
divisions existing in time of peace. Upon 
the outbreak of war. when an army was 
needed, rt was necessary to create such 
an army under all the stress and hurry 
and excitement of such an occasion. 
In order to carry out the necessary 
administrative work connected with the 
military establishment, the country has 
been divided by the new order into four 
geographical departments — an eastern, 
central, western and southern, with head- 
quarters, respectively, at Governors, Is- 
land, Chicago, San Francisco and San 
Antonio.

and 
districts are announced:
